Brigham  Young  University  stu- 
dents performed  acts  of  heroism 
Saturday  in  the  tragic  rescue  of 
nine-year  old  Paul  Alan  Neilson, 
who  died  before  he  reached  a Salt 
Lake  City  hospital  after  a 300- 
foot  fall  from  the  top  of  Mt. 
Timpanogos. 

The  first  person  to  reach  the 
fatally-injured  boy  was  his  father 
Kirk  Neilson,  466  East  1834  S., 
Orem,  who  scrambled  down  the 
dangerous  cliff  without  the  aid 
of  ropes.  His  act  was  especially 
perilous  because  another  100  feet 
beyond  was  a sheer  drop  of  1,000 
feet  to  the  boulder  strewn  glacier 
below. 

James  Gillings,  a graduate  stu- 
dent at  BYU  and  a teacher  of  soc- 
iology at  Definance  College,  Ohio, 
who  was  manning  the  hut  at  the 
summit,  heard  screams  and  saw 
Mr.  Neilson  climbing  down  the 
steep,  rocky  slope. 

Gillings,  a professional  moun- 
tain climber  who  organized  a res- 
cue unit  at  the  University  of 
Maine  last  year,  grabbed  his  rope, 
tied  an  end  to  a Summit  House 
support,  and  rappelled  down  the 
mountainside. 

Tom  Hargis,  a graduate  veter: 
inary  student  at  Colorado  State 
University  studying  languages  at 
BYU,  lowered  himself  down  the 
jagged  cliff  by  ropes.  He  carried 
fifty  pounds  of  first  aid  and  oxy- 
gen equipment  even  though  he 
is  not  a professional  climber. 

John  Armstrong  and  Robert 
Bair,  both  BYU  students,  set  ad- 
ditional piton  points,  manned  the 
ropes,  and  got  the  organization 
started  at  the  top. 

All  four  of  these  students  re- 
side at  Helaman  Halls. 

Gillings  said  several  BYU  coeds, 
other  men  students  and  the  Am- 
erican Fork  Alpine  Club  station- 
ed at  the  top  to  hand  out  badges 
sprang  into  action  and  cleared 
the  area  of  spectators  as  best 
they  could. 

Hargis,  long  trained  in  physi- 
ology, first  treated  the  badly  bro- 
ken boy  for  shock,  then  cleared 
his  mouth  and  nose  of  blood  to 
facilitate  breathing.  Hargis  said 
the  boy  had  suffered  internal  in- 
juries_  because  the  blood  kept 
coming.  He  also  bandaged  a gap- 
ing gash  in  Alan’s  head. 

Gillings  and  Hargis  reported 
Sunday  that  Alan’s  heart  stopped 
beating  several  times  during  the 
ascent.  And  each  time  Hargis 
revived  the  pulse  by  chest  mas- 
sage. The  boy  also  was  given  oxy- 
gen periodically. 

When  the  boy  was  hoisted  back 
to  the  top  of  the  mountain  the 
only  ropes  were  attached  to  his 
litter.  Neilson,  Hargis  and  Gil- 
lings had  then  been  joined  by- 
several  other  expert  climbers.  All 
of  the  rescuers  had  to  climb  with- 
out the  aid  of  ropes  as  they  lifted 
the  litter  from  ledge  to  ledge  and 
the  crew  at  the  top  kept  the 
ropes  coming  in. 

Bob  Smith,  Provo,  of  Utah 
County  Sheriffs  Jeep  Patrol,  who 
was  on  duty  at  the  glacier,  reach- 
ed the  spot  about  an  hour  after 
the  fall.  George  Cunningham, 
Orem,  also  of  the  patrol,  arrived 
during  the  ascent,  and  supervised 
placing  of  the  victim  in.  the  heli- 
copter which  hovered  at  the  sum- 
mit. About  four  hours  elapsed  be- 
tween the  time  of  the  fall  and  the 
departure  of  the  helicopter  with 
the  fatally  injured  boy. 

One  of  the  worst  problems  en- 
countered by  the  rescuers  was  the 
falling  rocks,  which  they  suspect, 
were  dislodged  by  spectators. 


Hargis  suffered  a laceration  and 
large  bruise  on  his  right  cheek 
when  struck  by  a rock.  Falling 
rocks  hit  Gillings  in  the  back  and 
legs.

From  the  opening  strains  of 
‘Sing  Unto  God,”  to  the  stirring 
‘Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic,” 
the  vast  audience  was  enthralled. 
A Houston  music  critic  said,  “The 
choir  has  a weight  and  body  un- 
excelled in  choral  song.”

He  will  head  the  Sir  John 
Franklin  High  School  which  is 
named  for  an  explorer  whose  en- 
tire expedition  was  lost  trying  to 
find  the  Northwest  Passage. 

Students  at  the  high  school  are 
Indian,  Eskimo,  Indimo  (a  fusion) 
and  Caucasian.  About  two-thirds 
of  the  students  are  flown  into 
Yellowknife  at  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year  from  the  country 
that  surrounds  the  Great  Slave 
Lake  on  whose  shores  the  4,000 
inhabitants  of  Yellowknife  live. 
The  students  board  and  room  at. 
the  school. 

About  80  of  the  students  will 
be  Eskimo  and  Indimo  students 
who  must  receive  general  educa- 
tion at  their  level  and  vocational 
training  at  the  trade  level. 

“Some  of  the  students  don’t 
know  their  ages  and  may  be 
reading  at  a junior  high  level, 
but  they  have  the  ability  to  be 
trained  in  the  trades,”  the  former 
principal  of  the  Cardston  High 
School  in  Cardston,  Alberta,  Can- 
ada, noted.  “Other  students  are 
training  to  enter  the  university.” 

Yellowknife  is  a gold  and  silver 
mining  area  where  on  June  20 
there  are  21  hours  of  daylight 
an'd  in  the  middle  of  December 
only  three  or  four  hours.  “People 
do  raise  gardens;  vegetables 
grow  very  fast  where  there  is  so 
much  sunlight,”  he  said.
